To  the  remarka- 
ble Mrs.  Larrabee,  standing  5-3,  weighing  92  pounds 
and  the  humbly  proud  possessor  of.a  vivid  and  accur- 
ate memory,  belongs  the  distinction  ol  becoming  the 
first  centenarian  evei  to  honor  TOWN  TOPICS"  front 
page -and  our  first  nominee  to  spell  out  in  prinl  the 
ail.  or  philosophy,  of  slaying  young. 

On  die  threshold  of  her  third  year  in  Princeton,  fol- 
lowing .i  half-century  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  varying 
periods  ol  residence  tn  different  pans  ol  the  United 
Mates,  it  is  Mis.  Larrabee's  conviction  that  the  individ- 
ual, whatever  his  age  and  station  in  file  might  be, 
"must  try  lo  see  the  good  and  the  beautiful"  in  people 
as  well  as  in  human  situations  and  institutions.  As  pat 
as  it  might  sound,  she  believes,  and  firmly,  that  "the 
tlouds  are  lined  with  silver''  and  that  ihe  lorccs  gen- 
erated by  unhappiness  and  misunderstanding  are 
counterbalanced  by  the  strengths  of  faith  and  love. 

Mrs.  Larrabee,  Indiana-born  and  the  ninth  child  in 
a  long-lived  family  ol  It),  clearly  calls  back  memories 
of  the  black-draped  engine  that  pulled  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's "funeral  train"  in  1865.  As  she  relives,  and  re- 
calls, America  Past  (decades  spanning  the  administra- 
tions of  19  American  Presidents),  she  stirs  thoughts  ol 
Tiiian  painting  masterpieces  at  98,  Justice  Holmes 
writing  Supreme  Court  decisions  at  90,  Edison  busy  in 
his  Laboratory  at  84,  Franklin  helping  frame  the  United 
States  Constitution  in  his  80's,  and  the  epic  America 


/John  H.  Larrabee. 

In  an  eta  when  educators  blame  every  other  educator 
Cor  "Johnny's  inability/  to  read,"  Mrs.  Larrabee  regu 
laily  devotes  several  hours  a  day  to  her  lilelong  avoca- 
tion, leading.  While  the  other  evening  she  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  television  premiere  oJ  die  $142-million 
Lincoln  Center  ol  the  Performing  Aits,  she  ordinarily 
prefers*  "picking  up  "The  Atlantic  Monthly'"  and 
sampling  best-selling  works  ol  fiction  and  non-fiction. 
Her  current  reading  -  list  ranges  from  "Napoleon's 
Daughter"  to  a  novel  she  is  about  to  start.  Conrad 
Kuiuci's  "A  Simple  Honorable  Man."  She  will  admit, 
however,  that  news  telecasts  are  "sometimes  interesting." 

A  graduate  ol  the  high  school  in  beautiful  Viiuenucs, 

Indiana  (hei  native  Wheatland  is  essentially  a  suburb 
ol  Vincennes)  and  the  daughter  ol  a  successful  mer- 
chant who  moved  to  Knox  County,  Indiana,  because 
he  found  Chicago  "too  swampy,"  Mrs.  Larrabee  was

The 
northern  part  would  have  to 
be  authorized  by  the  Township 
as  a  local  road. 

Mr.  Calvanelli  said  that  if 
the  loop  plan  is  included  in 
the  Township's  master  plan 
now,  developers  who  begin 
construction  along  the  way  will 
have  to  set  aside  land  which 
the  plan  will  require. 

He  said  the  plan  involves  an 
area  which  is  now  open  land. 
Only  a  few  homeowners  in  the 
Lewisvillc  Road  section  would 
be  affected  if  the  plan  is  adopt- 
ed.

After  several  years  of 
major  rule  changes,  rang- 
ing from  liberalization  of 
the  substitution  rule  to  wid- 
ening the  goal  posts  and 
awarding  two  points  after 
touchdown  for  running  or 
passing  the  hall  into  the  end 
zone,  the  game  In  1962  will 
remain  virtually  the  same 
for  the  sideline  observer.

Three  penalties  have 
been  altered — one  the  di- 
rect result  of  the  Syracuse- 
Notre  Dame  controversy  of 
last  fall,  when  the  latter 
was  fouled  on  the  last  play 
of  the  game  while  attempt- 
ing a  field  goal.
